The largest delinquent land list in 


history is now being prepared for sale 
early next month, according to 'Arthur 
Anderson, county clerk. 


There .were about 4,400 tracts of land 


in Hempstead. county on the 'delin- 
quent" list Saturday >lttgh#Mr. Ander- 
son-said. He anticipates payment on 
around 400 before the date of the sale, 
June 12. .This would leave possibly 
4,000 tracts with 1932 taxes unpaid, • 
against 2,800 tracts in the list which 
was published last year. 


The clerks's office has been swamp- 


ed, compiling the list for sale and 
striking off tracts as payments are 
made. The county clerks are forced 
to care for this detail without any 
payment to them for services, said 
Mr. Anderson, since the recent decis- 
ion threw out advertising and clerk's 
fees for compiling the delinquent list. 
County clerks and circuit clerks once 
more operate on the fee basis, due to 
the recent supreme court decision in- 
validating the salary act. 


Mr. Anderson has orders to turn 


over unredeemed or unsold tracts to 
the state for non-payment of 1930 
taxes, on the 8th of June, in place of 
June 12th, as formerly announced. An 
unusually large number of Hempstead 
county tracts will revert to the state 
on this date, after being deeded over 
on June 9th, Anderson said.

Stream-Lined Express 


OMAHA, Neb.— (NBA) — A metal, 


stream-lined train of revolutionary 
new design soon will be racing across 
western plains at a sustained speed 
of 90 miles an hour. 


The new train will be the answer of 


the Union Pacific railroad to bus and 
airplane competition. Its speed—110 
miles an hour at the maximum—will 
compare with that of airplanes, and 
its economy of operation with buses. 
Officials of the railroad believe it will 
be able to make the trip from Omaha 
to Los Angeles in 30 hours. 


The railroad company has just placed 


its order for construction of the train, 
which will require six months to build. 
In engineers' drawings it looks some- 
thing like a giant caterpillar. 


Aluminum or slight-alloy metal will 


be used in construction, since light 
weight is essential to speed. Power 
will be supplied by a distillate-burning 
motor of 600 horsepower, connected 
directly with electric generators and 
motors on the forward truck. 


There will be three cars, and the 


entire train will weigh approximately 
80 tons, compared to 1000 tons for a

Recovered After My»- 


teriout Abduction 


KANSAS CITY* Md.-ffl^-Aftef be- 


ing in the hands of kidnapers about 
30 hours, Miss 
Mary 
McElroy, 25, 


daughter of City Manager H. F. Mc- 
Elroy, was released unharmed ; Sun- 
day upon payment by her father of 
$30,000 ransom. 


Miss McElroy, a tall girl with light 


brown hair and blue eyes, appeared 
slightly exhausted, but sold she had 
notlieen frightened by her experience 
and joked about it. The kidnapers had 
given her roses, she said, and two of 
them were pinned to her dress when 
she was released. 


"I slept well all night," she as- 


serted. 


The audacious abduction ;occurred at 


11 a. m. Saturday at the McElroy home 
in the fashionable country club dis- 
trict. Two unmasked men with drawn 
revolvers forced the girl to leave her 
bath, dress quickly, and accompany 
them in a car. A handkerchief was 
placed ovtr her eyes. 


Miss McElroy was held 
prisoner 


overnight in the basement of a house 
and freed from an automobile at the 
entrance to the 
Milburn Golf Club 


late Sunday, several hours after Mc- 
Elroy had 
paid-, the 
ransom at a 


rendezvous on a lonely road near 
Kansas City. The original demand of 
560,000 ransom was reduced to $30,000 
intelephone negotiations between the 
city manager and the kidnapers. 


McElroy said there were four men 


in the car which he met. The money 
was handed to two masked men. The 
actual abduction apparently was car- 
ried out by only two men and two 
men set the girl free.

A few moments after the vessel 
struck she had broken open and filled 
with water until her top decks were 
awash. 


Only the fact that the lake was calm 


enabled the ktepers of the light and 
the crew of the 
steamer to transfer 


everyone to small boats and rafts and 
avoid loss of life.

"If the country is to flourish," said 


Mr. .Roosevelt, "capital must lie invest- 
ed- in enterprise. But those who.seek 
to draw upon other people's money 
must be' wholly candid regarding the 
facts on which the investor's judgment 
is asked. 


"To that end this bill requires the 


publicity 'necessary-for sound invest- 
ment. It is, of course, no insurance 
against errors of judgment. That 'is 
the function of no government. It'does 
give assurance, however, that within 
the limit of its powers, the federa' 
government will insist upon -know- 
ledge of the facts on which 'alone 
judgment can be based. 


"The new law also will safeguard 


against abuses of high pressure sales- 
manship in security flotations. It will 
require full disclosure of all private 
interests on the part of those who seek 
to sell securities to the public." 


The law requires that both domestic 


and foreign issues be registered with 
the Federal Trade Commission for 20 
days before they are advertised or 
sold. The commission can issue a stop 
order against any security if it is 
ound fraud or misrepresentation was 
nvolved. 
The legislation also carries the pro- 


posal of Senator Johnson, Republican, 
California, setting up a corporation of 
oreign security'holders to help Arner- 
can investors in defaulted foreign 
onds recover as much as possible of 
heir money. 


To Aid Honest Enterprise 


The Federal Trade Commission is- 
ued a statement asserting: 


It will be the aim and purpose of 


he Federal Trade Commission to pre- 
sent exploitation of the public by sale 
3f fraudulent and worthless securities 
hrough misrepresentation, to place 
idequate and true information before 
nvestors, and to protect honest enter- 
>rise seeking capital by honest repre- 
ientations against the competition af- 
brded by securities offered through 
crooked promotion and misrepresen- 
ation. 
"Statistics indicate that the sale of 


worthless securities through misrepre- 
sentation and fraud has amounted to 
he colossal sum of 25 billion dollars 
during the last 10 years. This means 
S250 for every man, woman and child 
n the United States." 
The commission also believes data 


to be made available under the new 
law will permit a more accurate study 
of economic trends. It warned that 
'the fact that a description of the se- 
curity and -of the concern issuing the 
security is filed with the commission 
is in no sense and must not be re- 
garded as an endorsement or approval 
of the security or the concern by the 
commission."

"This day is dedicated to those brave

"They distinguished them- 
selves and caused history to be writ- 
ten differently than it would have 
been writtenhad the United States not 
engaged in the conflict. It is still a 
much disputed matter as to whether 
this country should have entered the 
conflict. That, however, is water over 
a dam now. , 


"What to do in the future is the 


question that now confronts the na- 
tion. The supreme cost of war is not 
measured altogether- by lives and mdn- 
ey texpended in -battle. War tends to 
destroy .civilization. 


"Never will the instruments of war 


be outlawed. However, war is differ- 
ent to what it was 100 years ago. In 
that day and.time the victor was rich 
and powerful after the conflict. Today 
he faces destruction after the battle. 


"The present depression is a result 


of the World war. We have paid a dear 
price for victory in a battle which we 
did not begin. There is little doubt -in 
my mind that if the United States had 
not. entered the battle, Englan, France, 
Italy and Russia would have been 
brought under the control of the Ger- 
man government.

The first unit, in addition to power 


plant, will contain baggage space and 
a railway postoffice.

The 
first train will not have sleeping ac- 
commodations, but later trains may 
be equipped with berths. The entire 
train will be air-conditioned, and in- 
sulated against noise. 


The stream-lining is based on air- 


plane and automobile developments.

KANSAS CITY* Md.-ffl^-Aftef be- 


ing in the hands of kidnapers about 
30 hours, Miss

McElroy, 25, 


daughter of City Manager H. F. Mc- 
Elroy, was released unharmed ; Sun- 
day upon payment by her father of 
$30,000 ransom. 


Miss McElroy, a tall girl with light 


brown hair and blue eyes, appeared 
slightly exhausted, but sold she had 
notlieen frightened by her experience 
and joked about it. The kidnapers had 
given her roses, she said, and two of 
them were pinned to her dress when 
she was released. 


"I slept well all night," she as- 


serted. 


The audacious abduction ;occurred at 


11 a. m. Saturday at the McElroy home 
in the fashionable country club dis- 
trict. Two unmasked men with drawn 
revolvers forced the girl to leave her 
bath, dress quickly, and accompany 
them in a car. A handkerchief was 
placed ovtr her eyes. 


Miss McElroy was held 
prisoner 


overnight in the basement of a house 
and freed from an automobile at the 
entrance to the 
Milburn Golf Club 


late Sunday, several hours after Mc- 
Elroy had 
paid-, the 
ransom at a 


rendezvous on a lonely road near 
Kansas City. The original demand of 
560,000 ransom was reduced to $30,000 
intelephone negotiations between the 
city manager and the kidnapers. 


McElroy said there were four men 


in the car which he met. The money 
was handed to two masked men. The 
actual abduction apparently was car- 
ried out by only two men and two 
men set the girl free.

"If the country is to flourish," said 


Mr. .Roosevelt, "capital must lie invest- 
ed- in enterprise. But those who.seek 
to draw upon other people's money 
must be' wholly candid regarding the 
facts on which the investor's judgment 
is asked. 


"To that end this bill requires the 


publicity 'necessary-for sound invest- 
ment. It is, of course, no insurance 
against errors of judgment. That 'is 
the function of no government. It'does 
give assurance, however, that within 
the limit of its powers, the federa' 
government will insist upon -know- 
ledge of the facts on which 'alone 
judgment can be based. 


"The new law also will safeguard 


against abuses of high pressure sales- 
manship in security flotations. It will 
require full disclosure of all private 
interests on the part of those who seek 
to sell securities to the public." 


The law requires that both domestic 


and foreign issues be registered with 
the Federal Trade Commission for 20 
days before they are advertised or 
sold. The commission can issue a stop 
order against any security if it is 
ound fraud or misrepresentation was 
nvolved. 
The legislation also carries the pro- 


posal of Senator Johnson, Republican, 
California, setting up a corporation of 
oreign security'holders to help Arner- 
can investors in defaulted foreign 
onds recover as much as possible of 
heir money. 


To Aid Honest Enterprise 


The Federal Trade Commission is- 
ued a statement asserting: 


It will be the aim and purpose of 


he Federal Trade Commission to pre- 
sent exploitation of the public by sale 
3f fraudulent and worthless securities 
hrough misrepresentation, to place 
idequate and true information before 
nvestors, and to protect honest enter- 
>rise seeking capital by honest repre- 
ientations against the competition af- 
brded by securities offered through 
crooked promotion and misrepresen- 
ation. 
"Statistics indicate that the sale of 


worthless securities through misrepre- 
sentation and fraud has amounted to 
he colossal sum of 25 billion dollars 
during the last 10 years. This means 
S250 for every man, woman and child 
n the United States." 
The commission also believes data 


to be made available under the new 
law will permit a more accurate study 
of economic trends. It warned that 
'the fact that a description of the se- 
curity and -of the concern issuing the 
security is filed with the commission 
is in no sense and must not be re- 
garded as an endorsement or approval 
of the security or the concern by the 
commission."

"They distinguished them- 
selves and caused history to be writ- 
ten differently than it would have 
been writtenhad the United States not 
engaged in the conflict. It is still a 
much disputed matter as to whether 
this country should have entered the 
conflict. That, however, is water over 
a dam now. , 


"What to do in the future is the 


question that now confronts the na- 
tion. The supreme cost of war is not 
measured altogether- by lives and mdn- 
ey texpended in -battle. War tends to 
destroy .civilization. 


"Never will the instruments of war 


be outlawed. However, war is differ- 
ent to what it was 100 years ago. In 
that day and.time the victor was rich 
and powerful after the conflict. Today 
he faces destruction after the battle. 


"The present depression is a result 


of the World war. We have paid a dear 
price for victory in a battle which we 
did not begin. There is little doubt -in 
my mind that if the United States had 
not. entered the battle, Englan, France, 
Italy and Russia would have been 
brought under the control of the Ger- 
man government.

The first unit, in addition to power 


plant, will contain baggage space and 
a railway postoffice. The second will 
provide

be equipped with berths. The entire 
train will be air-conditioned, and in- 
sulated against noise. 


The stream-lining is based on air- 


plane and automobile developments. 
Airplane construction and wind tun- 
nel tests taught engineers that wind 
friction is a factor as definite as cyl- 
inders and horsepower. It is known 
that the "drag" or wind resistance on 
ordinary locomotives and trains causes 
huge expense in fuel and loss of time. 
Whistles, bells and lights will be con- 
tained within the stream lines. 


The new train on regular schedule 


of 36 hours between Chicago and Los 
ngeles will eclipse Death Valley Scot- 
ty's all-time record of 44 hours and 
54 minutes between the two cities, es- 
tablished 28 years ago.

Morgan Doesn't 


200 Millions Revealed Lost 


to U. S. Through Legal 


Loophole

WASHINGTON—This is to 


explain why J. P. Morgan anc 
his partners—along with per- 
haps hundreds of other mil- 
lionaires—did not pay any in- 
come tax in 1931. 


. Also why t h e Morgan 


partners did not pay any in- 
come tax for 1932 and why 
they will not pay any for 1933 
unless congress does some- 
thing about it in the immedi- 
ate future before its adjourn- 
ment. 


Millions of poorer, middle class per- 


sons paid increased taxes this year on 
last year's incomes and probably will 
be soaked 50 per cent more on 1933 
incomes in order to pay the costs of 
the unemployment relief program. 


But the 20 members of the House of 


Morgan and others who still receive 
huge incomes go free. This was dis- 
closed during the investigation of the 
Morgan firm by the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee. 


No Tax Paid Under Law 


The Morgan partners, under the law, 


were able to take an inventory which 
showed a large decline in the value 
of their assets. They were able to 
charge this loss against the tax which 
;hey would otherwise have paid on 
heir incomes, principally received in 
.he form of interest. 


As a partnership, they were able to 


show that they had no income what- 
ever Tor taxable purposes, since the 
icderal tax law still permits dealers 
in securities to charge off losses on 
stocks and bonds against other income 
on their tax reports. 


The stock market crash of 1929 and 


the subsequent period cost thet Treas- 
ury hundreds of millions of dollars 
through such deductions. Corporation 
and individual income tax payments 
dropped from about $2,200,000,000 in 
1929 to 5570,000,000 in 1931. Losses on 
stocks, bonds and real estate entered 
in income tax returns for 1931 totalled 
$l,235iOOO,000, offset by some $450,000,- 
000 of capital gains and resulting in a 
federal loss of somewhere near $200,- 
,000,000 which wiped off income tax 
that otherwise would have been due.

Arkansas farmers seeking loans under 
he new federal emergency farm loan 
aw to write to him at his St. Louis
